REMARKS 

This is a full and timely response to the outstanding non- final Office Action mailed 
February 28, 2005. Upon entry of the amendments in this response, claims 14-20 remain 
pending. In particular, Applicant has amended claims 14 and 20. Reconsideration and allowance 
of the application and presently pending claims are respectfully requested. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112 

The Office Action indicates that claim 20 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, second 
paragraph. As set forth above, Applicant has amended claim 20 and respectfully requests that the 
rejection be withdrawn. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102 

The Office Action indicates that claims 14, 15, and 18 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C 
102(b) as being anticipated by Ikeda (U.S. 5,754,467). Applicant respectfully traverses the 
rejection. 

In this regard, Ikeda discloses a capacitor C2 that comprises a first conductor layer 
overlying a second conductor layer Li, L2 with a dielectric layer 19 therebetween. However, the 
capacitor C 2 is not coupled to the data storage node A or data bar storage node B via a via or a 
contact layer. This is in direct contrast to the limitations recited in Applicant's claims, as is 
described in detail below. 



In this regard, Applicant has amended claim 14 to recite: 

14. A SRAM memory cell in an integrated circuit device comprising: 
a bi-stable flip-flop cell having a data storage node and a data bar storage 

node; 

a first capacitor and a second capacitor respectively coupled to, via a via or 
contact layer, said data storage node and said data bar storage node, wherein said 
first and second capacitors comprises a first conductor layer overlying a second 
conductor layer with a dielectric layer therebetween. 
{Emphasis Added). 

Applicant respectfully asserts that Ikeda is legally deficient for the purpose of anticipating 
claim 14. Specifically, Applicant respectfully asserts that Ikeda does not teach or otherwise 
disclose at least the features/limitations emphasized above in claim 14. Therefore, Applicant 
respectfully asserts that claim 14 is in condition for allowance. 

Since claims 15 and 18 are dependent claims that incorporate the features/limitations of 
claim 14 and are not otherwise rejected in the Action, Applicant respectfully asserts that these 
claims also are in condition for allowance. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103 

The Office Action indicates that claims 16, 17, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Ikeda in view of Park (U.S. 5,837,593). Applicant 
respectfully traverses the rejections. 

In this regard, Applicant respectfully asserts that the cited references, either individually 
or in combination, are legally deficient for the purpose of rendering obvious the 
features/limitations recited in dependent claims 16, 17, 19 and 20. Specifically, Applicant 
respectfully asserts that Park does not teach or reasonably suggest at least the features/limitations 
emphasized above in independent claim 14 that are lacking in Ikeda.

Therefore, Applicant respectfully assorts that dependent claims 16, 17, 19 and 20 are in 
condition for allowance. 

Art Made of Record 

The art made of record has been considered, but is not believed to affect the patentability 
of the presently pending claims.
